Military-minded people are using the late 
international crisis as an argument for a peace- 
time conscription plan. The principal advocate 
of this plan says that Canada "may well have to 
defend herself in Europe or elsewhere, in addition 
to maintaining adequate preparedness at home."

RADIO PROHIBITION 

The Fergus News-Record says that if war came, 
"one of the first necessities v/ould be to ban the 
use of all radios, otherwise the morale of the 
nation would go to pieces under continual ham- 
mering. Censorship is impossible, since anything 
might come across the borders. Newspapers 
would and could be censored, but not the radio." 
That those in authority might wish to ban radios 
is, we suppose, a possibility, and the suggestion 
comes to us as a shock. Others suggest that the 
authorities, in time of war, would use the radio 
to keep patriotic fervor at a white heat and to 
unite the nation in one great war effort. It seems 
to us that it would be more difficult to prohibit 
radios than to prohibit liquor, and that the 
admission that information or opinions were 
being kept from the Canadian public would des- 
troy public confidence in the cause. It might be 
hard to convince the public that they were fight- 
ing for a free press, a free radio, and democratic 
ideals, if they knew that their democratic govern- 
ment was spoon-feeding them in the same way 
that dictators were spoon-feeding their peoples. .

That laissez-faire member of parliament, R. J. 
Deachman, representative of Huron county, has 
undertaken to explain why the steam-trawler, 
haled by the "old-line" fisherman, is better and 
inevitable. Mr. Deachman would deal with 
economic problems in nursery- rhyme fashion, 
'leave them alone and they will come home, wag- 
ging their tails behind them." The thinking 
member for Huron says that trawlers, which 
scoop up the fish off the sea bottom in a fraction 
of the time that the ordinary fishermen take, are 
as inevitable as the combine in succession to the 
cradle. Inventions, says Mr. Deachman, have 
always displaced men from jobs, but they have 
also always created new jobs. "If inefficient 
tools mean an increase of employment, then it 
would only be necessary for us to work with dull 
axes." There is a story from the United States 
that a WPA official happened to visit a govern- 
ment project and saw a steam-shovel digging a 
trench. He asked why the foreman did not put 
a thousand men with shovels to work instead of 
using the steam-shovel. Or, replied the foreman, 
why not put 10,000 men with teaspoons to work? 
Mr. Denchman's point is well taken, but would 
ho make the same argument if he were a Novo 
Scotia M. P. instead of an Ontario M. P. represent- 
ing a tile-drained farm county?

I 
heard a noted American preacher 
say, a few Sundays ago, that 
there was not a single person in 
those nations involved in the re- 
cent crisis AND the United States, 
who was not morally responsible 
for the crisis. He went on to say 
that with every nation full of 
internal disputes — labor troubles, 
unemployment, crime, and dis- 
satisfaction with the powers that 
be, it is hard for anyone to 
preach -peace, for peace, like 
charity, begins at home. 

No one, who has lived through 
a war, wants war unless it is 
those whose insane greed would 
willingly turn human flesh and 
blood into gold, but the galling 
thing to those who love their 
empire is that there was never a 
need for war; just a united front 
and firmness.

Farmers should not overlook the things they 
can do to help themselves. Many farmers ore 
doing two men's work simply because they cannot 
afford to employ the help 
and we cannot suggest how 

easy and still make a living. Farmers do, often, 
overlook the advantages to be derived by a pool- 
ing of strength. They see the advantage of help- 
ing the neighbors with threshing and having the 
neighbors help them, but they aeem slow to see 
the advantages of organizing themselves and their 
neighbors for buying and selling. In Essex 
county Harrow potato growers have derived real 
advantage from organization in the lost three 
years. Jn fact, as the result of a potato growers' 
association organized three years ago potato 
acreage has been increased substantially. This 
year, 80 members of the association, planting 385 
acres, raised 20,000 bags *of "Lakeland Brand 1 ' 
potatoes. These potatoes were all properly graded 
and brought a premium to the growers. The 
orgonization is able to employ a manager and 
give the buyers service that the individual grower 
cannot give. Anyone who buys "Lakeland Brand" 
potatoes knows what he is getting, and by jeal- 
ously maintaining standards, the Harrow growers 
have created a demand for their potatoes. There 
are probably just as good, or better, potatoes 
grown in northern York, hut we are not getting 
the same price for them because we haven't 
organized and advertised them.

A BAXTEKIAX LETTER 

A. Beverley Baxter, British M. 
P..' writes what he terms a "Can- 
adian letter* in one of our 
national magazines. Usually he 
confines his remarks to persons 
and things European but recent- 
ly ho has taken a holiday in 
Canada, and on his way back has 
written some remarks about Can- 
ada. 

Canada, feels Mr. Baxter, is "a 
country Without national disci- 
pline." "Canadians, with their 
genius for individual freedom, 
have not imposed upon them- 
selves the national discipline 
which is so markedly displayed 
in Great Britain. The citizen has 
developed more rapidly than the 
state," he complains. 

Britain, on the other hand, is 
quite different — so says Mr. 
Baxter. "The ambition of nearly 
every man in Britain is to rise up 
to a position in the community 
where, as a justice of the peace, 
an alderman or a borough coun- 
cillor, he can serve the state." 

Whether Mr. Baxter got that 
way as the result of trying to 
describe Britain from a Canadian 
point of view, or from describing 
Canada from a British viewpoint, 
we know not. Whichever may 
he the case, however, it seems 
Mr. Baxter's attempt to describe 
both countries on the same holi- 
day has resulted in extraordin- 
arily muddied views. 

If we are wrong— and Baxter 
right— why is it that the many 
Englishmen in this country have 
permitted us to grow into a race 
of individualists, or that these 
same Englishmen have not con- 
tinued with their much-touted 
desire to serve the state? 

AND ANOTHER THING 

Mr. Baxter has not stopped 
there. He has been kind enough 
to indicate how Canada may "be 
enjoying an ever-widening pros- 
perity.'* . . t "Canada can supply 
a sanctuary to elderly people re- 
tired from business and anxious 
to escape the perpetual threat of 
European war. . . . Canada can 

give industries a chance to erect 
factories free from the threat of 
bombs . . . Canada should be an 
immense field for British invest- 
ment and a sanctuary for tho.se 
who arc weary of the feuds of the 
Old World"— so says Baxter. 

How is this to be accomplish- 
ed? "Closer association with 
Britain," is the Baxter answer. 
And yet, stales Baxter: "Europe 
is doomed to trouble as the 
sparks fly upward . . . Europe 
is one vast over-crowded prison." 

Baxter establishes his dwelling 
in the realm of paradox by sug- 
gesting that Canada could be- 
come a field for safe investment 
by closer association with one of 
a group of nations that is "doom- 
ed to trouble" and Canada should 
become "a sanctuary for elderly 
people" by keeping in closer 
touch with " a \ r ast over-crowded 
prison." 

"The tragic trapped continent 
of Europe!" bemoans Mr. Bax- 
ter. 

Would you have us step into 
the trap too, Mr. Baxter? If Mr. 
Baxter can describe Canada as a 
country without a national dis- 
cipline, surely we're not far off 
|h describing Baxter as a man 
xx need of mental discipline.

Bui 
wc have held back some reserva- 
tions In our judgment lest we he 
misled as to its Importance. After 
studying the movement for ten 
days we have been writing poetry 
about It. Of course. It is not fault- 
less. Out tt does represent consci- 
entious effort at community 
building: effort that is getting 
results. 

On our tour of Cape Breton 
Inland we visited a number of 
coastal villages. At one. I believe 
the name was Arlch.it. the people 
had dug a cellar and built the 
foundation for a co-operative stoic. 
They had turned out in full force 
to welcome us. And there was the 
local priest and a government fish 
inspector to explain the project. 
Many priests and some I*rotcstant 
preacher* are helping a great 
deal; #o an* the local agricultural 
representatives. 

As they told us the story there 
appeared atom? 'the nearby road a 
huge tractor and grader. At times 
wo could hardly hear the. local 
yarn for its not**- Here was the 
latest and most powerful device for 

road building. Beyond the road 

was a man mowing hay on the 
steep hillside with the aid of one 
ox. On our side was the result of 
work with pick and shovel and 
wheelbarrow. The study groups 
had not taught the people to use 
the great modern machine! y. But 
bear In mind that this machinery 
was not available for the rebuilding 
of the village. It was only avail- 
able for building a road away from 

the village. The people took what 
they had and they worked together. 

What use would be a co-operative 
store? Let me report that the re- 
tailing margin on salt had been 
equal to half the wholesale price. 
They now buy their salt eo-operat-

discussed various angles of the co- 
operative movement. Hon. P. M. 
Do wan., Minister of Agriculture, 
and Dr. G. I. Christie. President of 
the Ontario Agricultural College, 
have expressed their desire to 
promote co-operative education. 

Dr. Christie suggested that the 
conference had left the baby of co- 
operative education on the door- 
step of the O.A.C. Someone might 
have pointed out to the college 
president that the child is no 
foundling, that many of those at 
the conference had endured the 

travail of its birth, and that these 

people are most likely to take their 
turn sitting up at night .with it 
while It Is cutting its teeth. But 
the healthy youngster is now recog- 
nized as an Important element in 
the life of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, perhaps beginning to rival 
the stock that fill the stables or the 
plants which grace the fields. 

There is every reason 
that the college will develop a more 
balanced program, paying attention 

to the problems of distribution as 

well as those of production. One 
would expect to see the Department 
of Economics strengthened under 
the very , capable direction of 

Professor W. M. Drummond. The 

college might develop special 
options in economics, co-opcratlon 

and community life. Perhaps there 
will be special short courses where 
people go to study communities as 
well as cows.

Potato growers experienced 
considerable loss last year from 
a disease known as Fusarlum 
Wilt which caused n browning 
of tho stem-end of the tubers, 
resulting is a large volume of 
potatoes that were not market- 
able. As the stem-end browning 
did not show on the surface, 
many infected potatoes were 
marketed and further depressed 
a weak potato market. All 
growers did not heed the warn- 
ing to purchase fresh seed which 

had been proven by field inspec- 
tion to be free of this disease. 

■ 

Recently the county agricul- 
tural representative, together 
with the provincial potato field- 
man, examined several commer- 
cial fields of potatoes in York 
county and found a considerable 
quantity of this disease showing 
ill the tops and tubers. This 
fact, together with the discovery 

of another somewhat similar dis- 
ease, has prompted the Ontario 
department of agriculture 
through George Wilson, commis- 
sioner of marketing, to provide 
an Inspection service. As far as! 
possible, his staff will inspect all! 
commercial potato crops to ac- 
quaint growers with any diseases! 
present and advise growers re- ■ 
gardtng their seed supply forj

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of the price they previously paid. 
And salt can be even more import- 
ant to a fisherman than to a 
farmer, oven beside the briny sea. 
There are 12 stores in a district 
which could be served by two or 
even one. One local retailer in a 
coastal village had made enough 
money that when a new co-opera- 
tive store took his business he 
moved to Halifax and started a 
wholesale. But it is questionable 
as to whether most of the retailers 
really make money. They have so 
many bad debts which they cannot 
collect. On the other hand the co- 
operative store has no bad debts. 
It sells for cash. If necessary the 
people borrow from their credit 
union, where they always repay the 
loan. 

Primitive methods may be em- 
ployed to build the co-operatives. 
Hut these are the fishing villages 
of a rock-bound coast where you 
see a little pasture field fenced off 
among the boulders, just large 
enough to accommodate a small 

scat. 



tion. They -are men of experience 
whose job is the improvement of 
rural life. 

Of course this is no time to sit 
back and "let the government do 
it." The government cannot do it. 
The government can only provide 
. services which will enable us to do 
it better. We would not expect the 
department or the college to sow 
our grain for us or to milk our 
cows. But we have got accustomed 
to having these agencies develop 
better strains of wheat or cows and 
teach us new methods of hus- 
bandry.

Story Of Bogarttown 




The early history of Bogarttown 
as written by the last of the Bos- 
arts to leave Botfarttown, Mrs. 
Fred Brtlltnger, Newmarket, and 
dedicated to the Women's Institute. 

By MYBOXE BOG ART 

BRILLINGKK 

In the year 1800 a number of 
United Empire Loyalists (these 
were British subjects who had 
lived in the British colonies now 
form a part of the United 
States. When these colonies threw 
off the British yoke, these loyalists, 
wishing to retain their connection 
with Britain, left their homes and 
migrated to Canada, bringing with 
them only what belongings they 
could carry) arrived in York 
county. Among the earliest rec- 
ords we find the names of Bogart, 
Wilson, Starr. Rogers, Taylor, Ste- 
phens. Widdifield, Randall. Toole 
and others. 

A large number of these settlers 
were Quakers. The Gazette of 
Oct. 4. 1806, contains an address 
from the Quakers to Governor 
Francis Gore which concludes by 
"hoping thy administration may 
be such as to be a terror to the 
evil-minded and a pleasure to them 
that do well. Then will the prov- 
ince flourish under thy direction, 
which is the earnest desire and 
prayer of thy sincere friends." 

This quaintly worded and char- 
j acteristic document was presented 

by Timothy Rogers and Amos 
Armitage. The first named, to- 
gether with Jacob Lundy, took a 
leading part in the affairs of this 

settlement. 

Later there was some delay in 
issuing the patents to their lands 
and Governor Hunter, who had 
just arrived in the country, sum- 
moned all the officials to whom 
the Quakers had 
appealed for more than a year. 
The plea of "press of business" 
was advanced by a Sir. Jarvis. 
their spokesman. "Sir," replied the 
governor, "if they arc not forth- 
coming, every one OI them, and 
placed in the hands of these gen- 
tlemen, here in my presence at 
neon on Thursday next — • By 
George! I'll un-Jarvis you!" Two 
days later the patents were deliver- 
ed. Other days, other manners. 
What would be thought nowadays 
ii our lieutenant-governor should 
talk to our provincial secretary in 
that style. 

In lf'25 among the municipal 
records are found the names of Eli 
Gorham. John Bogart, town war- 
dens; 1823. ITartir* ZZogart and John 
Bogart, Sr.. 1S25, Martin Eogart 
and Eli Gorham. 1&39 municipal 
representatives Included, chairman. 
Joshua Wilson; wardens, Philip 
Bogart. ' John Miller; 1&I9, Henry 
Widdifield. ' 

In 1852 Joseph Collins. Si\. one 
of the early Welsh pioneers who 
had built a mill where Uxbridge 
now stands was killed by an acci- 
dent. On the maternal aide the 
Collins were connected with the 
Pogarts. whose name Is so fre- 
quently named in the history of 
Bogarttown. they being of Dutch 

extraction. 

These early settlers were prin- 
cipally farmers, hut saw-mtt't*. 
grist-mills, brick making, genera! 
store, blacksmith and wheelwright 
shop.-?, wore in operation. Every- 
one built his own house and barns. 
as well as hewing out the material 
in the woods. In «S57 land was 
donated by Francis Starr and Mr. 
Taylor, and a fine schoolhouse of 
brick was erected. In this school- 
hou.-e a splendid Sunday-school 
vns carried on, dating from about 
1C£J to 1007, when it was discon- 
tinued. 

Unfortunately the records have 
boon lost but my memory carries 
me b*';k to early childhood 'when 

the wo:k«:rs included the itandalls. 
.Starts. Toolca, WiddificMs. Bngarts 
and many others, including Wesley 
Williams and his wife, who was 
organist for many year*, Albert 
ttogart being superintendent for a 
long time. 

Quite recently the schoolhouse 
has been modernized by the local 
community club, ami many pleas- 
ant social entertainments, etc., are 
given there. 

Mr. Redmond Simpson also add- 
ed much to the refinement of the 
community by the beautiful flow- 
ers and plants grown in large glass 
"greenhouses." giving much of his 
time showing the children and 
adults too, the pots of beautiful 

roses and other plants, 

I well remember him snipping off 
a lovely white rose and me carry- 
ing It home to my mother. Many 
a copper was saved till It counted

son family, Peterman, Stokes and 
Peter KItto. who sold to the pres- 
ent owner, Fred S. Hoover, who 
had the machinery removed. It is 
now only a landmark. 

Much of the information gather- 
ed in this account was gleaned 
from the two minute books dating 
from 1857, being records of Bog- 
arttown school 3ecUon 3. 

Many notable men and women 
have had Bogarttown for a birth- 
place. Those early pioneers were 
noted for thrift and generosity and 
high Ideals, and it is noteworthy 
that as a community today their 
descendants are still striving for 
those same ideals. 

The primitive log buildings have 
given way to homes most modern, 
but nothing makes us realize the 
trials and tribulations of those 
pioneers so vividly as the searching 
and obtaining of those early rec- 
ords of one hundred years and 
more ago. Very few of the early 
landmarks can be found today. 

Property holders in Bogarttown, 
S. S. 3, Whitchurch, in 1S53 were 
Allen Toole. Alfred Lundy. Arnold! 
Haight, Eli Hollingshead. Elisha 
Dilman, EH Gorham. Francis 
Starr, Francis Smith, George Ver- 
non, George Hollingshead. Hannah 
Shrigley, Henry Minihrow. Henry 
Wilson, Henry Widdifield. J. S. 
Wilkin. Joseph Taylor, John Philip

There is a flower comparatively 
new to us. the Shoo Fly plant. It 

Siows luxuriously out of doors, has 
a pretty bluebell flower which );ist< 
but a day and K-avcs ;t decorative 

seed pod. 

•So tho branches arc soon Covered 
with a succession of those large 
grooved seed containers, green at 
fi:st. then becoming pale yellow. 
It is interesting in a\i stages. 

Gne plant grows an .abundance 
of seed which casiiy drops out and 
so plants it.self. it has the 
character of a weed to be. I found 
a beautiful sprclmen of It giowmg 
in the root field. ?«"e;a your there 
will be another lot of piants in be 
weeded* out. And in each of the 
gardens it has planted its loot arid 
hopes to stay. Whether the flies 
dislike It or not, I have my doubts. 

The portulaca is a beautiful 
flower and shows up at its bes^ In 
iock gardens, where its tiny disks 
of very tiny sliver seeds may drop 
and perpetuate their kind. But 
where did its. cousin, the garden 
purslane, begin? Perhaps because 
of its beauty it got a foot-hold. 
Just when the weed hoeing seems 
over for the season, the puislanc 
covers the ground with its '-Viiny 
green brown leaves and though I 
have hoed and cultivated til) you 
i would think they must be dead, up 
| they would come and presently 
cover the ground— beautiful with 
their fine fleshy leaves and minute 
yellow flowers, but what strength 
they must take from the ground to 
grow so prolifica])y! The purslane 
is ,? weed to be exterminated If 
pos-ible. 

And at the same time the red 
iuot or pig weed insists on poking 
i;p its head. The ground seems full 

of the seed. If one or those heavily 
seeded heads jceis a chance to drop 
its seed, and if the many piants I 
.-« e !n Fomr places are not pulled 
up and burnt, there will he trouble 
for someone for seasons to ccmc. 

"I.et a weed get ahead of you one 
season, and you are after It for 
seven years." Isn't that right? Su 
for a gardener, it is * Hoe your row, 
and keen at it." 

There are beautiful decorative 
plants classed as weeds. Yarrow 
seems haimless enough and it3 flat 
head of beautiful white flowers — 
one species has reddish flowers — 
and its fine fein-like leaves nre 
really beautiful In a bouquet. I cut 
bunches of this plant while in 
flower, dry It and store it. In the 
winter you can make a tea of some 
of It. It Is a fine kidney remedy 
and a good cleanser for the blood 
stream. 

Another decorative flower la that 
of tho wild cartot. with its 
beautiful medalllon-Hke f I o w e r 
heads known as Queen Anne's lace. 
The sprays are fine in bouquets, as 
are baby's hreath. They may bo 
dipped in dye and used as decora- 
tion with any color scheme. 

The last IS3UC of the Farmer's 
Advocate, In Its editorial column, 
twice mentions the menace of the 
wild carrot. I hnd noticed it along 
the roadside on the way to nml 
from Stratford and kept saying, 

if 



"There is more Queen Anne's lace. 

The others would say dully. "That 
Is wild carrot." Yes. it Is. but the 
flower is called Queen Anne's Ince, 
and la one of the very daintiest, 
with fine lace medallions. 

I noticed it growing on the lawn 
of our church and across the road 
In the schoolhouse grounds, where 
the grass was not trampled. There 
was lots of it, dainty and beautiful 
—but a weed— a weed due for ex- 
termination. 

Chicory, also called succory. Is 
another weed. Its beautiful corn 
flowers, blue flowers, lighten up Iho 
roadside. Long ago people grew 
chicory, dug and dried Its roots 
nnd ground them In tho little coffee 
grinder nnd added ll to coffee. Did

In our young days, men wont to 
the fir-Ids when the groin was well 
up with "spuds." cutting off the 
thistles at the ground. They j^nt 
the thistles under control, and 
censed to spud. But later the this- 
tles Milt up their prickly heads 
again. 

It used to be that every man cut 
down the thistles on the roadside 
along his property. If it wore not 
done, the municipality did it. 

A few thistle plants left to go to 
seed could sow the fields ntong the 
roadside.- Weeds seem to have 
been made with the best method of 
scattering their seeds. So many 

are provided with wings, and tiny 
anchors. 

The burdocks are noxious weeds 
we all know, and object to their 
tendency to stick, whether they 
are. the ordinary buidock, or stlck- 
titcs or beggar ticks or of what- 
ever family, they nre not favorites. 
Recently n. young man In while 
flannel trousers walked through 
the. orchard for npples. He got 
apples and also a lot of small burrs, 
which spoiled the beauty of his 
attire. So by nil means try to ex- 
terminate not only tho big burdocks 

but the smaller— more subtle stlck- 
titcs, by whatever name they are 
called. 

The big bxtrdoclc? nre full of 
blood cleansing properties. In ye 
olden days, the children picked the 
burl's. niaUIng baskets, building 
castles, forming animals ami had 
lots of fun with them. 

Our mother gathered them not 



for fun but for a spring medicine. 
Tea was made of a bunch of burrs 
and we drank it as spring medi- 
cine. It certainly is a good blood 
cleanser. 

In a swamp I visit grows the 
jewel weed, or touch-me-not in 
greatest profusion. Every contci 

is full of it growing high and lush. 
It has a medicinal value too. There 
is enough medicine in that swamp 
to heal the sores of the world. Yet 
the jewel flower is a Weed,

Conscription Of Her Youth

A plan is being put forward by 
Lieut.-Col. A. T. Everett for the 
conscription of Canadian youth 
for army purposes at the rate of 
60,000 a year.

This latter reason breeds con- 
tempt and jealousy among the 
unemployed girls toward the 
married women workers. This is 
one thing which a country wishes 
to ox'ercome because it is not a 
healthy attitude and certainly not 
one that maintains peace. 

Then to take the viewpoint 
that married women should 
work if they so desire one can 
make a good comeback. If 
young couples wish to marry but 
ore not able to keep house with- 
out two pay envelopes, therefore, 
why shouldn't the girl keep her 
position. Of course, this con- 
tradicts one of the former argu- 
ments for the other side of this 
topic, but they are both logical. 
On the other hand, if young 
people cannot marry it will 
undermine their health nnd 
break down their morals. Which 
is worse, mnrricd women in bus- 
iness or a country wrecked mor- 
ally and spiritually? 

Then again, if people are mar- 
ried and some misfortune befalls 
them that the wife is forced to 
work, this is also another logical 
reason because it is better to be 
independent than to become re- 
lief recipients. 

So when one looks nt both 
sides of this question, one is con- 
vinced llmt it all depends on n 
person's circumstances, whether a 
married woman should or should 
not take her place in the business 
world.
